Research in Georgia of Georgia 
products by a’ native Georgian has 
won for Dr. ‘Charles H. Herty, of 
New York, the medal of the American 
Institute of Chemists, which is awari- 
er annually for “noteworthy and out- 
standing, service fo the science and 
profession of chemistry in America.” 
Announcement of the award was mate 
Sunday by Frederick -E. Breithu, 
president of the institute. 

The medal. was presented last year 
to the secretary of the treasury; 
Andrew W. Mellon, and his brother, 
Richard B. Mellon. 

This vear the medal was given to 
Dr. .Herty in recognition of his ef- 
forts over a long period of years in 
behalf of American chemists and the 
American chemical industry. 

Dr. Herty’s most recent research 
work-has beem done in Georgia, his na- 
tive state, on the paper pulp possibili- 
ties of the slash pine. In a new labo- 
ratory built for the ‘state of Georgia 
by the chemical foundation the work 
is being perfected for commercial use.

SEABURY'S REPORT 
ASSAILS GRAFT 


NEW YORK, Jan. 24.—(/)-—Con- 
structive changes to raise New York 


city from “the low and sordid state 
to which it has sunk” were vigorously 
advocated today by Samuel Seabury, 
who said the searchlight of legislative 
inguiry had shown graft and corrup- 
tion to be a part of a Tammany Hail 
“system” permeating the city. 

The gray-haired independent demo- 
crat submitted a 50,000-word inter- 
mediate report of an investigation be- 
gun last spring to the chairman of the 
Hofstadter legislative committee. He 
is counsel to the committee. 

At the same time, Assemblyman 
Louis A. Cuvillier, democratic com- 
mitteeman, in a personal statement 
termed the inquiry a “dismal failure,” 
and asserted Seabury sought by in- 
nuendoes to “besmirch” the character 
of municipal employes and “under- 
mine” the city’s financial standing. 
Seabury, said Cuvillier, was “nursing 
an alleged grievance that Tammany 
Hall had knifed him at the polls” in 
his unsuccessful 1916 race for gov- 
ernor. 

The Seabury report described a re- 
cent statement by an assistant to May- 
or Walker that the inquiry was im- 
pairing city credit as “a shallow at- 
tempt to transfer the responsibility.” 
The city’s financial condition, said 
Seabury, was due to “‘waste, graft and 
corruption with which the city is in- 
fested.”’ 

The investigation so far, the report 
stated, has shown there are unneces- 
sary and overlapping departments in 
the city government and a large num- 
ber of employes who should be elimi- 
nated. 

Seabury expressed a hope that the 
committee may devote its attention to 
ways and means of having the police 
department, health department and 
public school system “removed from 
political influences.”

as an ec6nomic influence when his ear- 
ly researches at the University of 
Georgia revolutionized the turpentine 
and naval stores industry, Mr. Breithu 
said. “The Herty method of collecting 
turpentine greatly increased the pro- 
ductiveness of the pines. Other discov- 
eries corrected wasteful methods of 
turpentine orcharding and conserved 
the forests.” 

Dr. Herty is a former president of 
the American Chemical Society and a 
former editor of the Journal of Indus- 
trial and Engineering Chemistry. In 
1917: he helped form the chemical 
warfare service as a branch of the 
United States army. 

Since the war he has been keenly 
interested in making the United States 
chemically independent, and led the 
fight for the tariff act of 1922 which 
protects American chemical industries. 

He also participated in the cam- 
paign for the Ransdell bill, which es- 
tablished the National Institute of 
Health and made health research a di- 
rect activity of the federal govern- 
ment. 

In 1926 he became adviser to the 
chemical foundation. 

Last year, Secretary Mellon and his 
brother were awarded the* medal for 
establishing the Mellon institute. Oth- 
ers who have received it are George 
Eastman, for making fine organic 
chemicals available to American chem- 
ists, and Mr. and Mrs. Francis P. 
Garvan, who established the chemical 
foundation. 

The medal will be formally present- 
ed to Dr. Herty at the annual meet- 
ing of the institute, to be held in 
New York in May, it was said.

The administra- 
tion has a measure sponsored Sen- 
ator Thomas, as Idaho, for 
a similar $150,000,000 organization. 

Every energy was being directed, 
meanwhile, by the administration to 
put into operation the titanic recon- 
struction corporation established last 
week by congress. Secretary Mellon 
announced an issue of $350,000,000 
in treasury certificates. Of this sum 

290,000,000 is for meeting the initial 
needs of the two billion dollar credit 
agency.

A LIFE-SAVING PROGRAM. 


4 comprehensive program for 
community safety activity by the 
American Legion is contained in the 
Suggestions made by the National 
Bureau of Casualty and Surety Un- 
derwriters at the request of the na- 
tional Americanization commission 
of the Legion. The Proposed pro- 
gram is the work of the conserva- 
‘tion staff of the underwriters’ bu- 
reau, as a contribution to the Le- 
gion’s accident prevention and safe- 
ty education campaign, and is now 
being sent in booklet form to all of 
the 11,000 chapters and to each of 
the women’s auxiliaries. 

The. booklet Succinctly suggests 
the things the Legion can do to aid 
in reducing the toll of highway, 
home and other accidents, indicates 
how they can be done, and submits 
2 tentative set-up for an organiza- 
tion within the Legion to direct 
these activities. 

Of prime importance, it is em- 
phasized, is the Legion’s opportu- 
nity to awaken the communities of 
the nation to accident conditions 
which are constantly becoming 
worse, especially in the wielding of 
its great man and woman power to 
influence the adoption of uniform 
legislation on drivers’ licenses, mo- 
tor inspections, traffic regulation by 
competent authorities and educa- 
tional development. 

The program contemplates the 
enlisting of authorities, clubs and 
associations of all kinds in the dis- 
covery and elimination of the most 
dangerous accident spots in each 
community. In order tv concen- 
trate its efforts, the Legion in de- 
ciding to make accident prevention 
and education one of its major ac- 
tivities, has recommended that each 
individual post select the phase of 
the work it feels itself best fitted 
to perform, and give its entire at- 
tention to that, instead of endeav- 
oring to put into effect the com- 
plete program. 

Already representatives of thd 
underwriters’ bureau have appeared 
before state conferences of the Le- 
gion in Colorado, Ohio, Nebraska, 
Iowa, Illinois, Michigan, Wisconsin, 
Tennessee, Alabama and New Jer- 
sey. Before the end of the winter 
it is hoped that the Legion in each 
State will have had the program 
thus outlined to it.

South America has. suffered as se- 
verely as any section of the world 
from the depression of the past two 
years, so that the position of the 
people of its various nations is now 
anything but enviable, hemmed 
in as they are with a combination 
of economic and revolutionary trou- 
bles. 


COTTON CO-OPS GROW. 

Reports on the membership in 
various cotton co-operative associa- 
tions through the south show that 
on November 1 there was a total 
membership of 174,608, compared 
with 144,796 on the same date the 
year before. 


Of this increase of 29,812, 3,500 
new members were added during the 
last week of October, and reports 
from every cotton-growing state in- 
dicate that the enrollment has con- 
tinued to mount steadily during 
November and December. 


The farmers of the south have 
been very backward in respect to 
marketing their products through 
organized effort. The citrus grow- 
ers of California, now three-fourths 
organized, long ago learned the wis- 
dom of co-operation, but the south- 
ern grower has continued to plant 
and ship in the dark. 


The marked increase in the mem- 
bership in cotton co-operatives is one 
of the most hopeful signs for the 
future prosperity of the southern 
farmer. As was revealed in the re- 
cent communication to The Con- 
Stitution from the Wrens Com- 
munity Center, such organizations 
mean reduced expense in preparing 
cotton for the market, better mar- 
kets and the improvement of condi- 
tions generally among their mem- 
bers. 


The cotton gins of Georgia should 
be owned by their patrons. Such 
gins should have accompanying grain 
mills, ice and canning plants. Much 
of the ginning and milling costs 
would thus be saved to the growers 
and outlets would be provided for 
their surplus feed and food crops. 


When the time comes when every 
farming community in the state has 
its own local co-operative, the buga- 
boo of farm loans would be a thing 
of the past, and our farmers would 
conduct their business on a cash 
basis that would mean, prosperity 
not only to them, but to every in- 
terest in. Georgia.

SOVIET URGES JAPAN’S 
ACCEPTANCE OF TREATY 

MOSCOW, dan. 24.—(#)—Izvestia, 
government newspaper, said today 
that if Japan rejected the soviet pro- 
posal for a non-aggression pact, as 
predicted in the Japanese press, it 
would be “a blow to the question of 
peace in the far east.” 

Tee newspaper said public opinion 
of the world already regarded the 
Japanese policy in Manchuria as en- 
dangering peace. 


“We think,” it said, “that Japan 
would regret such a step, taking con- 
sideration of its own interests, be- 
cause it would further eonvince the 
masses of the world that it has only 
aims of occupation and does not want 
its hands tied.”

WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—(/)— 
The powers that be in the house of 
representatives, in an extraordinary 
maneuver toward balancing the budget 
as soon as possible, appealed to its 
committees today to work for mini- 
mum appropriations. 

The treasury at the same time pub- 
lished statistics showing its revenue

Not every one is susceptible to ty- 
phoid infection. Probably some indi- 
viduals enjoy more or less natural 
immunity.

All of these restrictions are abso- 
lutely necessary to protect public 
health. The health department is en- 
titled to much credit for detecting 
and keeping watch on this carrier. 
Of course she didn’t know and didn’t 
want to become a menace to anybody, 
but that is true of all typhoid car- 
riers. It is rather an indulgence that 
such a carrier is permitted to retain 
any liberty at all. In appreciation of 
such indulgence on the part of the 
public health authorities, the carrier 
should fill out the regular report and 
obey the reasonable instructions with- 
out complaint. Suppose she had lep- 
rosy—in that case her plight might 
be much worse, yet it would be as in- 
exorable. 

In some cases the typhoid carrier 
state has been successfully corrected 
by cholecystectomy—removal of the 
gall-sac, which is a superfluous or- 
gan anyway. 

Many if not most outbreaks of 
typhoid fever nowadays are trace- 
able to unsuspected carriers. In nu- 
merous instances the interval since 
the carrier's attack of typhoid fever 


has proved much longer than 18 years,’ 


as long as 40 years in one case.

ROOSEVELT KEEPS SILENCE

ALBANY, N. Y., Jan. 24.—(UP)—

He quoted McAdoo as saying: “We 
lave no power to consider such loans 
now.

GUARANTY TRUST SEES 
REVIVAL OF OPTIMISM 


NEW YORK, Jan. 24.—(4)—The 
Guaranty Trust Company finds that a 
“perceptible improvement in business 
sentiment has appeared since the be 
ginning of the year.” 

“Several factors appear to have aid- 
ed in dispelling the atmosphere of ex- 
treme pessimism that existed at the end 
of 1931,” states the Guaranty Sur- 
vey, published today. “The _ testi- 
mony of bankers before the finance 
committee of the senate on foreign 
loans helped greatly to clarify the fi- 
nancial outlook as related to condi- 
tions abroad. 

“Foreign news, prior to the indefi- 
nite postponement of the Lausanne 
conference late this month, stimulated 
hope for an agreement between Great 
Britain and France concerning rep- 
arations and war debts. 

“Some signs have appeared of an in- 
creasing investment demand for secur- 
ities. Opposition groups in congress 
have shown a tendency to cooperate 
with the administration in its program 
of legislation to facilitate economic re- 
covery.” 

Encouragement has also been drawn 
from the greater stability in com- 
modity markets. The price index of 
the Guaranty Trust Company for Jan- 
uarv stands “unchanged” from De- 
cember. 

In addition the review points out 
that statistical reports that have be- 
come during the month indicate the 
degree of recession in business activi- 
ty in the closing weeks of 1951 was 
no greater than is usually witnessed 
at that season. Also, it is added, 
weekly data covering operations since 
the turn of the year are also en- 
couraging, though inconclusive. | 

At the same time the _ review 
calls attention to some serious prob- 
lems that remain to be faced. 

“Bank failures,” it says, “are still 
numerous. Many local governments 
are experiencing great difficulty in 
meeting their current financial re- 
quirements. The real estate situation 
in numerous localities is unfavorable. 
General tax increases are inevitable. 
No substantial revival in construction 
is visible or in immediate prospect.” 

The survey deplores recent rumors 
abroad that the United States might 
be forced off the gold standard. 

“It is difficult to understand how 
anyone can seriously entertain such 
a notion at a time when approximate- 
ly one-half the world’s money gold 
lies in American bank vaults, it con- 
cludes. “If the gold standard is not 
safe in the United States at present. 
then it never has been, and, never will 
be safe anywhere.”

NEW ORLEANS, Jan. 24.—(/)—

in the carly part of the week owing 
to the certainty of the passage of 
the reconstruction-fisaance measu.e 
through congress and the urgent de- 
mand for spet cotton, they lost prac- 
tically all the gain later owing to 
fears that the reduction in acreage 
might no: prove as large as expected 
and resulting liquidation by disap- 
pointed longs. The net result as far 
as prices were concerned showed little 
change for the week. 

There has been some price-fixing 
from time to time which served to 
absorb the moderate hedge selling, but 
the trade demand generally has been 
disappointing and there has deen only 
very moderate investment or specula- 
tive buying. Unlike previous weeks 
the cotton m.rket showed less dispo- 
sition to follow the stock market and 
was mainiv governed by developments 
within the market itself. 

The main supporting influence has 
been the urgent demand for spots. 
Daily sales reported by southern mar- 
k have been large, showing gains 
over the corresponding dates last year 
of large proportions. This demand 
has come both from domestic mills 
and from exporters and there has also 
been conside:_ble investment buying. 

Exports have again loomed large, 
« ently exceeding the corresponding 
week last year and the total ship- 
ments for the season are now more 
than 200,000 bales in excess of the 
corresponding period of last season. 

According to exchange gossip, Japa- 
nese and other interests have engaged 
freight room fo~ nearly half a million 
bales for shipment within the next 
60:days. Exports .. the orient are 
already large for the season to date 
than for the whole of last season.

These. large “bottles”: are filled like 
any other bottles and empty like any 
other bottle. ~The concrete is loa 
into them from a large elevator hop- 
per and the mixture is run from ft 
hopper into the neck of the bottle 
and right here begins the first ad- 
vantage of these mixed-in-transit 
trucks, as they are called. The bot- 
tle while lying on its side is made to 
revolve by the truck driver, and the 
bottle by a “worm-like” arrangement 
draws the concrete inside as fast as 
fed to it and fills itself, the carrying 
body, to its capacity, and this all does 
not take three minutes’ time.

Advantage number two begins the 
minute the load is en the way. The 
driver starts the right machinery in 
motion and the “bottle” begins to re- 
volve and no matter if the job be one 
mile or 20 away, the concrete is 
ing turned over and over as much as 
the driver, who is also an expert in 
concrete, deems it advisable, and the 
batch is being worked over and over 
and receives the very thing which is 
next to right proportions of materials, 
and that is a thorough mixing.
